Peer who 
served the 
borough 
dies at 86

A FORMER MP who repre¬ 
sented Dudley borough for 
more than 30 years has died 
aged 86. 

Lord John Gilbert con¬ 
tributed to the public debate 
at Westminster for nearly 
half a century. 

He had represented the 
East Dudley ward from 1974 
until 1997 before taking up a 
seat in the House of Lords. 

The politician, who died on 
Sunday, was the borough’s 
longest serving MP, was 
known for being a sharp critic 
of the practices of high street 
banks, attacking increases of 
charges and misleading 
advertising of interest rates. 

He was Labour transport 
minister in the mid-1970s 
and championed the creation 
of the M25. 

Born in April 1927, he was 
educated at Merchant Tay¬ 
lors’ school, Hertfordshire. 
He later attended St John’s 
College, Oxford. 

He was originally chosen to 
succeed outgoing MP George 
Wigg in Dudley, but he lost 
the 1968 by-election to the 
Conservative Donald Will¬ 
iams before winning the seat 
in 1970. His constituency was 
abolished in 1974 and he 
served as MP for East Dudley 
from then until 1997. 

He married, in 1963, Jean 
Olive Ross-Skinner. 

He had two daughters with 
his first wife, Hilary Kenwor¬ 
thy, who he had married in 
1950.

GRAN FINDS CASH 
FOR LUKE'S BAIL

LUKE Walker could be home from Crete by the end of this 
week to begin the fight to clear his name after his Cradley 
Heath grandmother used her life savings to pay his bail. 

His father Patrick said the 10,000 euro - £8,522 - bail surety has now been secured and 
the family can begin making plans to return to Brier ley Hill. 

Luke was last week convicted in court of causing grievous bodily harm, leading to the 
death of his 20-year-old girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman on the Greek holiday island three 
years ago. An eight-year prison sentence imposed by the court was suspended and he imme¬ 
diately lodged an appeal against conviction - on condition that he raised the bail money 
within 10 days. Patrick, aged 57, said that since he and his wife Lindy had remortgaged 

their home, his mother Betty Walker, aged 


Tributes to 
Frankie, 26 

FRIENDS of a woman found dead in wood¬ 
land in Sedgley were paying their respects 
to their “perfect, beautiful Frankie” at the 
spot she was discovered on Monday. 

Frankie Warren was 
found near to where her 
car was abandoned on 
land off Hickmerelands 
Lane last Friday - after 
she went missing from 
her home in South 
Gloucestershire last 
Wednesday. 

More than 100 people, 
including many from 
Frankie Warren Sedgley, joined in the 
search for her after 
police tracked her silver Honda Civic to the 
town using number plate recognition cam¬ 
eras. Best friend Allie Strachan, aged 26, 
was travelling with several friends from 
Thornbury to the spot Frankie was found to 
pay their respects. 

They also wanted to thank the dozens of 
people who joined in the search for the office 
worker. 

She said: “We’re devastated - many of us 
are just struggling to come to terms with the 
fact she has gone at the moment.” 

“We want to say “thank you” to the peo¬ 
ple of Sedgley, we were overwhelmed by the 
support which came in for the appeal. 

“It puts your faith back in human kind.” 

She added: “As we sit together remem¬ 
bering our perfect beautiful Frankie we 
can’t help but feel overwhelmed with the 
beautiful comments and support.” 



81, had come to the rescue with funds to 
help raise the bail total needed. 

“My mum has posted the bail money for 
us from her life savings. It’s great and we’re 
hopeful that one day we can pay her back,” 
he said. 

“It’s a good job we’ve got her, but it’s 
unfair she has got to go through all this at 
her age,” said Mr Walker. 

Luke’s grandmother had vowed to do 
everything she could to help her grandson 
clear his name. 

Mrs Walker had broken down crying 
when she heard the verdict on Luke last 
week. 

She said: “I’d do anything for him, just to 
have Luke home with his family and friends 
who love him. 

“I’m going to give him the money. It does¬ 
n’t matter to me. He is my grandson, that’s 
all that matters.” 

Photographs 

Dozens of precious family photographs, 
including ones of Luke as a young child, 
adorn the walls of her neat home. Pictures 
of him grinning with his siblings and 
cousins and proudly sporting his school uni¬ 
form are a constant reminder of happier 
times. 

Mrs Walker says her courage has not been 
broken by the whirlwind developments in 
the Crete courtroom. 

Luke spoke to the press last week follow¬ 
ing the conclusion of his two-day murder 
trial, slamming the process as a ‘farce’ - 
with judges laughing and one juror falling 
asleep. 

He was initially charged with murdering 
Chelsea in the party town of Malia, Crete, 
where they lived together three years ago, 
but the allegation was downgraded to GBH 
leading to death. 

Luke said he had been devastated. He is 
expected to face an appeal next year.

A COMMUNITY has come together to clean 
up a beauty spot in Halesowen hit by fly-tip¬ 
pers dumping household waste. 

Even electrical goods such as microwaves 
have been thrown into the fields in the Belle 
Vale area of the town to the outrage of its 
neighbours. 

Old pushchairs, a bath, a lawnmower, a 
fish tank, TV set and several glass bottles 
were also found. It has prompted ward coun¬ 
cillors and residents to call for help to tidy 
the fields. 

This includes cutting back overgrown 
brambles, trees and grass on the land off 
Crimmond Rise and Stourbridge Road. 

Belle Vale ward councillor Jill Nicholls, 
who led the project, helped to organise the 
support of Dudley Youth Offending team. 

Youths who have been sentenced to work 
in the community by the courts have been 


put to task to help the clean-up. Residents 
living along Stourbridge Road and Crim¬ 
mond Rise had complained of the eyesore. 

The two-acre site was once grazing land 
but has become overgrown after that ceased 
a few years ago. Neighbours of the land say 
they are fed up of it looking untidy. 

Councillor Nicholls thanked youth 
offending team manager Alan John for his 
assistance providing help for the project. 

She said: “I appeal to local householders 
to take a pride in their environment by 
reporting anyone they see dumping rubbish 
on this land, be extra vigilant, and take reg¬ 
istration numbers of any vehicles seen, and 
report them to the environmental manage¬ 
ment team at Dudley Council. 

“People need to be aware they could face 
a hefty fine if they are caught fly-tipping,” 
she added. 


Traders to 
put their 
own ideas 
on market 

STALLHOLDERS are 
unveiling alternative propos¬ 
als for a multi-million pound 
revamp of Dudley’s historic 
market place after objecting 
to some of the council’s plans. 

Planning applications have 
been lodged by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for the regeneration 
scheme but traders are 
unhappy with some aspects of 
the proposals. 

They have now come up 
with new suggestions for the 
layout of the stalls, which are 
due to be upgraded. 

They also want a winding 
path taking visitors around 
the pitches. Two meetings 
will take place this month, the 
first on June 14, between 
traders and council officers to 
workout a way forward on the 
new suggestions. 

The market revamp is one 
of a number of regeneration 
schemes on the cards. 

A toilet block standing in 
the high street will be demol¬ 
ished as part of the £6.7m 
market revamp to open up 
views of Dudley Castle to 
shoppers. 

Under the initial plans the 
number of stalls was expected 
to be reduced from the cur¬ 
rent 74 pitches with space to 
be provided so temporary 
stalls could be brought in on 
busy days. 

Dudley Market Traders’ 
Association chairman Len 
Lenihan said: “Aesthetics 
over practicality is not what’s 
needed. As it stands these 
plans would not be functional.

Convicted Luke hits out 


at his 'farce' of a trial 


LUKE Walker has slammed his murder trial in 
Crete as a farce - as he spoke of his devas¬ 
tation at being convicted of killing his girl¬ 
friend. He said: “I’ve got nothing to be 
ashamed of.” 


The 25-year-old from Brierley Hill, who has always main¬ 
tained his innocence, has vowed to clear his name. He had 
denied murder but was found guilty of grievous bodily 
harm, leading to the death of 
20-year-old Chelsea Hynd¬ 
man. He said the court case 
was a shambles, with judges 
laughing and one juror 
falling asleep. 

“The fight to clear my 
name is not over,” he added. 
Luke, who works with his 
father Patrick’s electrical 
company, said he had been 
devastated by the verdict. 
“I’m lost for words,” he said. 

He had waited three 
years for his case to come to 
court but it took a jury 20 
minutes to make a decision 
about the rest of Luke 
Walker’s life. 

Conclusion 

Luke was convicted of 
killing girlfriend Chelsea 
Hyndman at the conclusion 
of the case, which ended in a 
14-hour session lasting until 
10.30pm. 

Luke was initially charged 
with murdering Chelsea in 
the party town of Malia, 
Crete, where they lived 
together, but the allegation 
was downgraded to GBH 
leading to death. 

The court sentenced him to 
eight years in jail but when 
he immediately lodged an 
appeal, the term was sus¬ 
pended to await a new hear¬ 
ing, which could take a year. 

The trial heard that 
Chelsea, of Castleford, West 
Yorkshire, died after she was 
taken to hospital with 
abdominal pains. She died on 
May 17 2010 from acute peri¬ 
tonitis, having suffered dete¬ 
riorating health for days. 
Greek prosecutors claim she 
was beaten by Luke. The 
defence team said the injuries 
must have been caused when 
she fell on a cobbled street. 


Court had 
no evidence 
for decision 
says lawyer 

THE lawyer of Luke Walker 
says the court heard no evi¬ 
dence to justify the decision 
to convict him. 

Athens attorney Georgios 
Pyromallis is now preparing 
the appeal case - but he 
warned it could be a year 
before it is heard. 

Speaking from Crete, Mr 
Pyromallis said: “The only 
explanation I can give is that 
the court reached a verdict 
based on what they believed 
- not what was proven. 

“This was disappointing. 
Luke thinks it is unfair - but 
after all he was allowed to 
return home with a deposit 
of 10,000 euros. 

“He is already free to 
return but must find the bail 
deposit within 10 days.” 

Mr Pyromallis explained 
the appeals court could 
acquit Walker completely - 
or reduce his sentence or 
convert some or all of it to a 
fine. The lawyer added: “I 
know how Greek courts 
decide and my beliefs were 
confirmed. 

Mr Pyromallis said after 
the hearing: “Although we 
have a different procedure in 
Greece the standard for a 
fair trial is the same in 
Greece as in the UK. “And no 
I don’t think this was fair.” 


Family hunt for internet ‘troll’

CONVICTED killer Luke Walker and his 
father are on the hunt for an ‘internet troll’ 
they suspect of writing ‘fake’ letters to a 
Greek court, helping to convince jurors to 
find him guilty. 

West Midlands Police are likely to be 
asked to probe whether a ‘troll’ who plagued 
a Facebook site protesting Luke’s innocence 
is the same person who wrote to the court 
in Crete. Luke and his father Patrick, from 
Brierley Hill, think that a ‘Peter Rogers’ 
and a woman identified only as ‘Jessie’ - 
alleged authors of documents produced in 
the trial - are the same person. 

And, if they can prove the letters were 
forged or faked, they hope it will help to 
swing an appeal court to overturn the jury’s 


verdict that 25-year-old Luke was guilty of 
grievous bodily harm, causing the death of 
his girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman, aged 20, in 
Crete three years ago. 

Mr Walker, 57, who runs Walker’s 
Electrics in Brierley Hill, said: “We’ve got 
an idea that both letters were from the same 
internet troll, who we think is a woman. 

“She was trolling when the Facebook site 
was up and she started being aggressive. I 
can’t remember what exactly she said - it 
was just malice, things about Luke and 
Chelsea.” 

Organisers of the site later removed the 
comments made by the troll - a term for a 
person who leaves malicious or inflamma¬ 
tory statements on websites. 


rChelsea’s 
mother 
hoped for 
answers 

THE mother of Chelsea 
Hyndman has always hoped 
for answers about how her 
‘perfect daughter’ died. 

Just days before the trial 
began, Heather Hyndman, 
aged 47, said she was look¬ 
ing for ‘some closure’ after 
waiting three years follow¬ 
ing the death of the 20-year- 
old in May 2010. 

She has said no verdict 
could bring Chelsea back 
but she wanted to know the 
truth about what happened. 

Ms Hyndman of Castle¬ 
ford, Yorkshire, was in 
Crete for the trial with her 
parter Neil Lorriman. 

During the hearing a let¬ 
ter was read out to the court 
she had written to Luke 
when he was first in prison 
before being granted bail. 

In it she wrote: “Luke, I 
know you and Chelsea love 
each other dearly. I can’t 
believe it’s ended like this. 
I’m sorry I haven’t come to 
see you, I hope you can 
understand why. There’s so 
many things going through 
my mind.” 

Peace 

She added: “I hope things 
work out for you. I hope 
things will end soon so my 
baby can rest in peace.” 

Ms Hyndman had previ¬ 
ously spoken of her frustra¬ 
tion at the Greek court 
system and was horrified 
when Chelsea was mistak¬ 
enly called as a witness for 
the original trial hearing in 
October. 

She had struggled to find 
out what was happening 
with the trial, which was 
later adjourned, saying she 
had faced a ‘wall of silence’. 

At the time she said the 
loss of her daughter has left 
a gap in her life and the 
family were just trying to 
get on with life the best they 
could. 

Paying tribute to her 
daughter, she said: 
“Chelsea, she just loved life, 
loved her friends, loved 
going out at the weekends, 
going to work, going to the 
gym, a typical 20-year-old,” 
she said. 

“Every morning I wake 
up and I know that I am not 
going to be able to see her 
and touch her and then I 
just tell myself ‘you can get 
through this day’. 

“If you do manage to 
laugh then you feel guilty 
because how can you be 
feeling happy when your 
daughter is not with you? 

“It’s just the worst thing 
that could possibly happen 
to a mother.” 
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Police call 
for aid in 
drug war 

POLICE have called on the 
community to help them in 
their war against drug 
dealers and admitted they 
need all the help they can 
get, as officers swooped on 
properties across the Black 
Country. 

Five suspected drug 
smugglers were being 
quizzed following raids in 
the region. Houses and busi¬ 
nesses in Walsall, Wolver¬ 
hampton and West 
Bromwich were searched 
and cash and drugs were 
seized recently. 

The raids were part of an 
investigation into the traf¬ 
ficking of drugs into the 
West Midlands and it is 
linked to the conviction of a 
West Bromwich woman 
Akeema Jones, formerly of 
Thynne Street, West 
Bromwich, last year after 
she was found with three 
kilograms of cocaine hidden 
in food packages, bound for 
the UK. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Simon Wallis, from the 
force’s Gangs Task Force, 
said: “To succeed in the fight 
against drugs the police 
need all the help they can 
get. I urge people to come 
forward and report people 
they suspect to be involved 
in supply of drugs and those 
they suspect to be living 
beyond their means.” 

Benefits of 
bistro plan 

PROPOSALS to transform 
an historic former fire station 
in Dudley into a bistro and 
bar will bring benefits to the 
town centre, according to a 
leading councillor. 

Entrepreneurs Shakeel 
Zafar, aged 39, and Craig 
Willis, 40, are getting ready to 
take over the empty building 
in Priory Street. 

The building, which was 
also previously Carvers Cafe 
before it closed in the 1990s, 
will be restored under the 
proposals.

Hundreds more force officers to go in cuts

HUNDREDS more police officers and 
support staff will lose their jobs over the 
next six years as the West Midlands force 
faces an extra £100 million cuts, the chief 
constable said. 

Chris Sims said the public should not be 
alarmed by the scale of the cuts, which 
come on top of the loss of 2,200 officers 
and staff from its 13,500 workforce 
already. 

Private consultants will be brought in 
to help bosses plan for the future to 
ensure the force is adequately staffed. 

They are already having to save £126m 


by 2015 due to a squeeze in Government 
funding, and Mr Sims said another 
£100m of savings would be needed by 
2019. 

“This would be very challenging and 
would mean hundreds more police and 
staff jobs having to go, but there is no 
cause for alarm among the general 
public,” he said. 

“That is not a worst case scenario. It is 
a reasonable guesstimate.” 

He is confident that recruitment - 
stopped four years ago - will resume 
within the next four years although there 


will still be an overall reduction in 
staffing levels. 

He is also sure that despite fewer offi¬ 
cers, crime, which has plunged by 20 per 
cent in two years, will continue to drop. 

“We have already had a cut of £100m 
and, despite that, crime has fallen and 
service has improved,” he said. 

“Four years ago, people would have said 
a £100m cut was impossible but we have 
proved that not to be the case. 

“Providing we can keep innovating, we 
can keep giving the public the reassur¬ 
ance they want. Part of that innovation 


has to be the way we work with the 
private sector.” Plans to allow private 
firms to run some of its core services - 
including street patrols, guarding crime 
scenes and collecting CCTV footage - 
were scrapped earlier this year. 

But the chief constable revealed: “We 
are about to go out to procurement again 
with a slightly different solution. 

“We want to get a private sector partner 
to help us to find new ways of working. 
They would help us to bring in the tech¬ 
nology and system changes that we would 
need to deliver them.” 


Objections over plans for

town centre learning quarter. 

An all-weather flood-lit pitch and a challenge course is 
planned which will be open to students, schools and the 
community.

A COUPLE turned their home into a shop selling 
thousands of pounds of counterfeit clothes, 
jewellery and cosmetics, a court heard. 

Wayne Hinton, aged 40, and Samantha Blizzard, 34, filled 
their three-bedroom house in Halesowen with £75,000 of 
fake designer items, and then sold them in a makeshift 
display room. The pair, who run Mollies Baguette Bar in 
Oldbury, were caught by "" 
trading standards officers 
after returning from a 
restocking shopping trip. 

Among the 738 counterfeit 
items seized at the house in 
Astley Crescent were fake 
Adidas tracksuits, Superdry 
jackets, UGG and Hunter 
boots, Pandora bracelets, 

Monster headphones and 
GHD hair straighteners. 

The pair appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court for sentencing after 
each pleaded guilty to 15 
charges of possession of 
goods with false trademarks 
for sale or hire and 15 
charges of offering and 
exposing for sale goods 
bearing a false trademark. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting, said the couple were 
first drawn to the attention 
of Dudley Council’s trading 
standards following com¬ 
plaints in July 2011. 

After receiving intelli¬ 
gence the couple were to 
refill their stock on Decem¬ 
ber 1 of the same year, a team 
of officers swooped on their 
address. They also found 
£1,410 in cash and note¬ 
books listing customers. 

Mr Jackson said: “A

middle room of the property 
had been set up as a mini¬ 
shop - goods were being dis¬ 
played around the room on 
shelves and table tops.”

A FACTORY in Stourport 
left a burned-out shell by a 
severe fire will be ‘back on its 
feet’ as soon as possible, its 
managing director has 
vowed. 

More than 70 firefighters 
were called to tackle the 
blaze at Pelican Foods, on 
Sandy Lane Industrial 
Estate, as 60 tons of waste 
cooking oil and 500 tons of 
Kerosene went up in flames.

staff had been helping out.

A £6.7 MILLION long-awaited revamp of Dudley’s historic market 
place has moved a step forward after plans to move the Duncan 
Edwards statue and knock down an ageing town centre toilet block 
were lodged. 

Four planning applications for the project were submitted for approval by Dudley 
Council today, but chiefs are dependent on a bid for £2.6m from the European Regional 
Development Fund before work can start. The proposals developed in consultation with 
market traders, feature a newly-designed square with improved paving and lighting. 


Shoplifter's 
140 crimes 

A PROLIFIC shoplifter, who has 140 convictions 
has been given a suspended jail sentence after 
targeting two shops. 

Stuart Round, aged 24, also breached an anti¬ 
social behaviour order banning him from enter¬ 
ing Dudley town centre. 

Round, who has just finished a 14-week prison 
sentence for two separate thefts, appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week after 
pleading guilty to theft, burglary, a breach of the 
anti-social behaviour order and failure to sur¬ 
render. 

Miss Sarah Allen, prosecuting, said Round, of 
Wolverhampton Street, Dudley, stole jeans 
worth £40 from River Island in High Street, 
Dudley, on February 8. 

By entering the store he also breached the 
three-year anti-social behaviour order. 

On the same day, Round broke into the staff 
rooms of Spar in Abbey Road, Lower Gomal, 
where he got away with £2,923 of cigarettes and 
£61 cash. Miss Wendy Miller, defending, said 
Round was now receiving help for an addiction. 
Mr Recorder Geoffrey Kelly gave Round a 12- 
month prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, a three-month night curfew, a two-year 
supervision order and200 hours of unpaid work.

The iconic bronze Green Man sculpture 
above the archway to Green Man Entry, off 
Castle Street, would be replaced and light¬ 
ing installed to the first floor level of River 
Island to illuminate the town centre’s archi¬ 
tecture. The council’s cabinet last month 
approved £4.1m of funding for the project. 
Councillors are now waiting on their bid for 
£2.6m to pay the remaining amount. 

Councillor Judy Foster, said: “I am 
thrilled we are continuing to move forward 
with our exciting plans to redevelop 
Dudley’s historic market place and give 
prominence to our special features in the 
town centre. 

“The planning applications allow us take 
the next steps in carrying out site investiga¬ 
tions.” Traders welcomed the regeneration 
scheme but called for further talks to 
finalise the designs for the stalls.

Allsorts of appeal 
for vintage lovers 


As many traders are struggling 
those in the Antiques Avenue 
are reporting brisk business as 

WILL ACKERMANN reports 

MANY of Wolverhampton’s 
market traders may be strug¬ 
gling along with independent 
business owners nationwide, 
but one group appears to be 
bucking the trend. 

Shopkeepers in the indoor market’s 
antiques aisle, called Antiques Avenue, 
say they are riding the crest of a 
demand for trendy vintage products. 

The row of about a dozen shops is a 
treasure trove of quirky items you won’t 
find in conventional stores - from hand¬ 
made alien sculptures to wartime memo¬ 
rabilia. 

Danny’s Allsorts, for example, opened 
in the Salop Street venue 20 years ago. Its 
name goes some way towards explaining 
the eclectic variety of goods inside. 

Community 

And owner Danny Lyner-Jones, aged 
54, believes the market remains at the 
heart of the city all these years on. 

He says: “Without markets like ours 
every city in England would look identi¬ 
cal. That’s why we attract people from all 
over the world and all walks of life. The 
market is all about community, and this 
market is the heart of ours.” 

But recently two long-running stalls in 
the indoor market were forced to close 
because of dwindling footfall and increas¬ 
ing rents. 

The demise of biscuit and cake seller J 
Phillips and confectionary store Treats N 
Sweets is a cause for concern even among 
some of the relatively well-off vintage 
traders. 

Steve Fenemore, who opened military 
memorabilia and antiques stall Blackfish 
in February last year, says his trade is 
growing but admits everything is not all 
roses. 

Although he has not been there long,

the 49-year-old from Walsall can see 
that footfall is not what it should be. 

He says: “There’s a definite trend for 
vintage at the moment, 1970s kitsch 
stuff in particular. I stock some really 
weird and unusual stuff and I find that 
sells really well. 

“Don’t get me wrong, there are bad 
times. It’s like that in business in 
general. Everyone has bad weeks. I have 
more good ones than bad though. 

“I love the market, but what’s wrong 
with it is the that some traders seem to 
think they’ve got this God-given right 
that people should come in and buy off 
them. It doesn’t work that way. You 
have to move with the times.” 


Despite his relative success, Mr Fen¬ 
emore hopes to move out of the market 
soon and open a shop in the city centre. 

The former security guard, whose 
father ran an antiques shop in Walsall, 
says: “It’s just a natural progression. 

“I do love it here. I certainly won’t be 
leaving because the market’s rubbish. 

“But the thing that hinders us is 
when you come out of the Mander 
Centre all the buildings are derelict. It 
loses us a certain amount of trade but 
it’s not the total cause. There are a lot of 
different factors.” 

Chief among those raised by many, 
from both Antiques Avenue and else¬ 
where in the market, is that new traders 


) are given their first three 
months rent-free. Furthermore, many of 
the traders say some are abusing the 
system by leaving the market after that 
period ends and returning soon after to 
claim another free term. 

But portrait painter Marty Street, who 
benefited from the scheme when he 
launched Cartoon Workshop, says it is a 
worthwhile incentive, provided people 
don’t misuse it. And while he admits 
trade could be better, he says he is behind 
the market for the long-haul. 

Mr Street, aged 50, of Walsall, says: 
“We are not doing badly and we are all 
happy to stay here as long as the market 
is around for. 

“We are pretty proud of all this and if 
they ever move us they can move us all 
together. I think it’s an original mixture 
of stores and the Antiques Aisle is doing 
better than most. Vintage is right on 
trend because there’s people my age 
going through a second childhood.” 

Escapism 

Adrian Davies, who opened 
Hydrophinium in February, selling his 
own sculptures and clothing among 
other quirky items, believes the trend is 
down to a fundamental shift in society. 

“I think what’s happened is the way 
society’s changing people are beginning 
to reject the mainstream and they find 
variety in vintage,” says Mr Davies, 
aged, 47, of Whittaker Street, Parkfields. 

“It’s escapism really. People find nos¬ 
talgia in it. I’ve been coming to this 
market since the 1980s and I’ve seen 
many changes,” he adds. “It’s quieter 
now than it was then. People have to 
watch their pennies more nowadays. 

“You also tend to find the antiques 
section has kind of lost a bit of support 
since it moved upstairs about four years 
ago. 

“I found trade a bit slow here to begin 
with, but I think when the sun comes out 
a lot of people are more willing to come 
here. 

“I’m not turning a profit yet, but for 
the amount of time I’ve been here I’m 
not doing too badly.”

1,400 looking for aid to 

offset the bedroom tax 


MORE than 1,400 desperate fam¬ 
ilies and council tenants have 
applied for emergency handouts 
to help them cope with the con¬ 
troversial ‘bedroom tax’, figures 
show. 

Councils in the Black Country, South 
Staffordshire, Cannock Chase, Lichfield, 
Stafford and Wyre Forest have received 
more applications for help in the past month 
than they had in six months last year. 

Latest figures claim there have been 
1,267 applications for support with paying 
rent, called discretionary housing payments 
(DHPs) in April 2013. 

The same councils had 2,102 requests for 
the whole of the 2012/13 financial year. 

Tenants are seeking tens of thousands of 
pounds to cover their rent following cuts to 
housing benefit for anyone who has one or 
more spare rooms. 

Under the controversial new measure, 
dubbed the bedroom tax by critics, people in 
council or social rented housing with one 
spare room lose 14 per cent of their housing 
benefit. People with two or more spare 
rooms lose 25 per cent. 

The Government wants people who are 
‘under-occupying’ to trade down to smaller 
properties to reduce soaring waiting lists for 
council homes from families living in 
cramped accommodation. 

But there is a shortage of smaller proper¬ 
ties for people to go to. Pensioners with 
spare rooms are exempt from the charge. 

The worst affected area is in Dudley with 
529 applications for help.

Crash car abandoned

A WRECKED car was left on the side of a main route 
through the Black Country - a day after it ploughed into a 
lamppost at a busy junction. 

The silver Nissan Micra was abandoned on the grass 
verge in Coseley, sparking fears the lamppost could topple 
over. 

The car was involved in a smash with a Ford Ka on the 
Birmingham New Road at its junction with Shaw Road, 
leaving a woman driver with minor injuries.

He added: “Usually accidents like this are cleared up 
pretty quickly so it seems strange that it would just be left 
for so long.” Police spokesman Lee Page said: “We would 
only move the car if it’s necessary to do so for our investiga¬ 
tion, for example with serious road traffic collisions. 

“This is only a relatively minor collision and it’s down to 
the owner to remove it.”

selling drug 

THE head chef of a pub was caught with more 
than £1,000 of cannabis he planned to sell on 
for profit. 

Richard Walker, aged 25, was in the house in Paxton 
Road, Lye, when officers broke in and discovered the 
skunk, a strong type of cannabis, in the living room and 
kitchen on January 27. Police, who estimated the street 

between £1^175 endfl.B^ ■ b Y AleX ROSS 
also found a tin containing 
plastic bags and a list of 
names in the home. 

Walker, who now lives and 
works at the Robin Hood 
pub in Rashwood in 
Droitwich, appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court after pleading guilty 
to possessing cannabis with 
intent to supply at an earlier 
hearing. 

Miss Sarah Allen, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “Mr Walker 
accepted the drugs were his, 
he is not a user himself - he 
said he was giving it to his 
friends. He accepted he was 
dealing.” 

Mrs Hina Paw, defending, 
said Walker turned to drug 
dealing after finding 
himself in a ‘desperate situ¬ 
ation’. 

She said: “He had just 
separated from his long¬ 
term partner, he had 
nowhere to live - he saw this 


as a way out of the situation 
he was in. 

He had only been doing it 
for a short amount of time. 
Now, he is a head chef 
working at pub, in full-time 
employment.” 

Recorder Geoffrey Kelly 
gave Walker a 26-week 
prison sentence, suspended 
for two years. He also put 
him on a supervision order 
for 12 months and told him 
to complete 180 hours of 
unpaid work. Walker was 
ordered to pay £400 court 
costs. 

Mr Kelly told Walker: “It 
would appear that you don’t 
think that the possession of 
cannabis with intent is a 
serious matter and you 
think this sort of offence can 
be solved with a community 
order - you are wrong, the 
possession of illegal drugs is 
extremely serious.”

Balliol brought end 
to aircraft building 


ON 26th October 1954 the 
last aircraft ever made by 
Boulton Paul Aircraft flew 
for the first time. 

It was a Sea Balliol, serial WP333 
built for the Fleet Air Arm, and was 
also the last British aircraft to be 
powered by the famous Rolls-Royce 
Merlin engine. 

This was the engine that had 
powered the Spitfire and Hurricane 
in the Battle of Britain. 

Boulton Paul had been building 
aircraft since 1915, firstly in 
Norwich, and then, from 1936, at 
Pendeford. 

At the end of April the factory at 
Pendeford was finally emptied 
ready for redevelopment and an era 
had come to an end. 

The Balliol was an advanced 
trainer, originally for the Royal Air

Force, and initially to be powered 
by a turbo-prop engine, a jet engine 
driving a propeller. 

In fact, one of the prototypes was 
the first aircraft in the world to be 
powered by a single turboprop, but 
production versions were to be 
fitted with the trusty Merlin. 

This was an engine Boulton Paul 
was to be fitting to aircraft longer 
than any other manufacturer, 
beginning with the first Defiant 
fighter in 1937, then the 1062 Defi- 
ants and 692 Fairey Barracudas 
during the Second World War. 

It was followed with the Balliol, 
which, as yet another footnote to 
aviation history, was the last 
British piston-engined advanced 
trainer. 

Boulton Paul hoped for orders 


for 700 Balliols, but in the end only 
229 of all versions were built, as the 
Air Ministry decided to switch to an 
all-jet training syllabus. 

The Balliol equipped one Flying 
Training School at RAF Cottes¬ 
more, and the RAF College at Cran- 
well, but after around three years 
was largely retired. 

In fact 15 Balliols were scrapped 
before ever being issued to a unit. 

Apart from the RAF and 30 for 
the Fleet Air Arm, which used them 
for rather longer, the only other 
orders for the aircraft were 12 for 
Ceylon, now Sri Lanka. 

After WP333 was delivered the 
company switched to sub-contract¬ 
ing work, building parts for other 
aircraft, and the design and produc¬ 
tion of power control units, the 
sphere in which it was to specialise. 

Now, even the factory where they 
were built is likely to disappear

A FATHER from Coseley, whose son was struck down with 
leukaemia, has completed a 50-mile cycle ride to try to help 
other sick children. 

Jason Addison, aged 42 from Somerford Way, set off from 
his home at 8am to ride to Shrewsbury in aid of Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital cancer ward. 

His son Scott, now 18, was treated there for the cancer 
when he was diagnosed with it aged just five, spending three 
years undergoing chemotherapy. Although Scott is now in 
remission Jason, who is the director of Addison Tyres in 
Princes End, Tipton, is determined to keep raising cash. He 
was inspired by eight-year-old Joshua Jackson, from 
Tipton, who is a friend of the family, and is currently being 
treated for his second bout of leukaemia. 

Jason said: “We went through a lot with my son and his 
treatments, and it’s not a nice experience. My son’s now in 
remission, but Josh has relapsed. It’s a terrible thing for 
parents to go through.” 

Jason undertook the ride recently with friend Paul Dunn, 
also 42 from Coseley, and raised £500 for the cause. 

He said the ride would have been longer, but last year 
Jason broke his knee when a car pulled out on him. 

Now he is planning two mammoth rides - one from 
London to Paris next year, and then from John O’Groats to 
Land’s End the year after.

Show could 
be steaming 
off to find 
new venue 


A VINTAGE steam rally that attracts thou¬ 
sands of visitors to the Black Country could be 
held in a different venue and removed from 
council control as a row over funding goes on. 


The event in Wolverhampton is paid for by the council - 
but a parade of vehicles through the city has been scrapped 
this year to cut costs. Now plans are being drawn up for it 
to be funded solely by the i 
organisers at a new venue. 

Each year dozens of vehi¬ 
cles snake through the city 
centre ahead of the Steam 
and Vintage Rally at West 
Park. 

But it has been 
announced the much-loved 
parade will be axed this year 
under cost-cutting moves by 
Wolverhampton City 

Council. 

Traditionally the vehicles 
drive along streets lined 
with onlookers before trav¬ 
elling to West Park for the 
main event, which attracted 
up to 40,000 people last year. 

One of the organisers 
Councillor Malcolm Gwin¬ 
nett has already announced 
he was quitting this year’s 
event due to the cutbacks. 

But he said he was due to 
return next year - and did 
not expect the council to be 
involved. 

Councillor Gwinnett, who 
has helped to set up the

event for 20 years, said it 
was suggested the show 
could be held at Wolver¬ 
hampton Racecourse with 
council funding, but the 
organisers felt it would not 
work. 

He said cuts mean it 
cannot remain at West Park 
next year - so instead it 
could become an independ¬ 
ently run event. 

Councillor Gwinnett said: 
“We have several locations 
in mind that we can use but 
we don’t want to say any 
more until it has been sorted 
out. We can do it without the 
council and it will be a better 
event than we have now. 

“They have destroyed the 
event - it used to be one of 
the highlights of the year.” 

Council spokesman 
Gurdip Thandi said the 
authority was ‘not aware’ of 
the plans.

A £1 million project to improve 
facilities at a golf and country club 
has been completed - creating 10 
new jobs. 

Three new bars and a restaurant and 
seven boutique-style bedrooms have been 
created as part of the overhaul of clubhouse 
facilities at Bewdley’s Wharton Park Golf 
and Country Club. 

An extended golf shop and cafe, as well as 
improvements to the function rooms, have 
formed part of the project. 

Club managing director, Stacie Umbers, 
said the next phase of the refurbishment 
should begin later this year. 

Planning permission has already been 
granted for the creation of a floodlit driving 
range which will include a golf academy and 
club-fitting service for members and visitors 
alike. The club, in Longbank, was taken over 
in 2010 by businessman Alan Umbers, his 
wife Anne and daughter Stacie. 

They pledged to breathe new life into the 
club’s facilities and said the projects were 
part of their plans to make that goal a reality. 
The scheme has seen 10 new staff taken on 
by the club - including cleaners, greenkeep- 
ers, front of house staff and a new chef. 

Stacie Umbers said: “When we took over 
the club three years ago, we identified a 
number of development areas to concentrate 
on and how we could make the most of the 
club. 

“We concentrated mainly on our club¬ 
house facilities and how we could make 
Wharton Park not just a place for golf but 
somewhere visitors and members can eat, 
sleep and relax.”

The display was opened at the 
Insight House, Pearson Street, 
Brierley Hill, by the new Mayor of 
Dudley Councillor Alan Finch. 

The event will be on until the end 
of June. It features pictures of chil¬ 
dren on the Barnardo’s Time for Me 
Project, volunteers at St Thomas’ 
Community Network and coffee 
mornings at the Woodside Commu¬ 


nity Centre. The groups are all part 
of the Dudley Association of Com¬ 
munity Networks, which received a 
£10,000 lottery grant for the project. 

Chairman Gerry Clarke said: “We 
are very proud of what we achieved 
last year with 144 volunteers giving 
over 1,600 hours to make sure that 
each street party and community 
event was a huge success. 

“Now we hope that lots of people 
will come to our exhibition to 
support our organisations and find 
out more about our network.” 
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Region’s wildlife 
‘is under threat’ 

THE Black Country’s wildlife is in trouble, 
according to the region’s wildlife trust. 

Birmingham and Black Country Wildlife 
Trust says six out of ten UK species are in 
decline, according to a study by conserva¬ 
tion organisations and volunteers. 

The study is the first of its kind in the UK 
and reveals 60 per cent of the species studied 
have declined over recent decades with more 
than one in 10 in danger of disappearing. 

Neil Wyatt, spokesman for the Birming¬ 
ham and Black Country Wildlife Trust said 
urban, woodland, grassland and heathland, 
fresh water and wetland species were under 
threat in the area. He added: “It is time for 
us to take action to save nature and we are 
calling on people to give their support. We 
need as many people as possible to engage 
with the Nature Improvement Area.” 


Parry issuing £2m in shares to 
amid business being wound up 


A TRANSPORT firm in the Black 
Country is to issue £2 million of new 
shares to raise research cash and 
fend off a winding-up threat to its 
sister company, caused by a £70,000 
VAT debt. 

The High Court has given Parry & Associates, 
which launched Parry People Movers Ltd, 
Cradley a further stay of execution of the bid by 
HM Revenue & Customs to close it down. 

It now has until July 8 to pay off the VAT bill. 
Parry People Movers, which produced the Class 


139 rail buses that transport 500,000 passengers 
a year across Stourbridge, recently had a revalu¬ 
ation that has added around £2.4m to its balance 
sheet. On the strength of that assessment, bosses 
are planning to issue a further £2m worth of new 
Parry People Movers shares to be offered to its 
200 existing backers as well as newcomers. 

It comes after Parry & Associates completed 
deals for up to £30,000 of machines for the con¬ 
struction industry in Ethiopia and Somalia. 

Chairman John Parry said: “Shareholders 
have rallied to loan money towards paying the 
VAT bill and we are trading ourselves out of the 
problem. We are as confident as we can be in the 


success of the share offer and are proceeding with 
our research and development work.” 

The company is pressing ahead with develop¬ 
ment work to produce a version of the rail bus 
that is double the size of the existing model, 
which carries 60 passengers. 

It has been buoyed by a pledge of a £lm grant 
from a regional fund and a further £250,000 tech¬ 
nology grant. But the company has to match the 
funding and is raising it through the share offer. 

The firm recently won a £700,000 rail bus order 
from Turkey and is hopeful of clinching a £lm 
deal in America. Mr Parry said: “We are gradually 
getting out of the mire.” 


Concerns over 
motorway link 

CONCERNS have been raised by an engi¬ 
neering team from the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton over a planned motorway junction 
costing almost £40 million that will link the 
i54 site with the M54. 

At a presentation at the institution’s City 
Campus a group of scholars claimed the 
Staffordshire County Council-backed scheme 
will cause traffic disruption around junction 
2 of the motorway. 

Research from the students also predicted 
considerable tailbacks both north and south¬ 
bound on the A449 Stafford Road which could 
impact on Coven. 

Philip Atkins, Leader of Staffordshire 
County Council, defended the current 
scheme. He said: “While it is always good to 
hear the views of our engineers of the future, 
of course the county council has a highly 
skilled, qualified team of engineers.” 


Sweetest moment 
for the civic couple

A SWEET shop worker at the Black Country Living 
Museum had a special surprise when a VIP visitor popped 
in to see her. 

Dudley’s new mayor, Councillor Alan Finch paid an offi¬ 
cial visit to the museum, on Tipton Road, to go to see his 
wife, the new mayoress, in her role as a demonstrator in the 
sweet shop. 

Heather Finch, aged 57, has been working part time in 
the Victorian sweet shop at the museum for the past two 
years, after starting there as a guide four years before that. 
Every week she will don her traditional dress, and sell 
sweets to visitors as well as make the sweets. 

So when Councillor Finch, Labour ward member for 
Castle and Priory, became the new mayor two weeks ago, he 
thought it was only right to pay Mrs Mayor and the museum 
a visit, so she put on her Victorian clothes and newly- 
acquired chains to welcome him. 

Councillor Finch said: “That was the first time I’ve been 
to visit her in her workplace. I really enjoyed my visit, and I 
want to give the museum some publicity.” 

Councillor Finch, 60, followed in his brother’s footsteps 
when he was elected first citizen earlier this month as his 
older sibling Ken was mayor in 1998/99. 

Scheme saves 1,000 
from facing eviction 

MORE than 1,000 people have been saved from homeless¬ 
ness in Dudley borough during 12 months, new figures 
claim. 

Around 400 referrals were lodged with a mortgage 
arrears advice service to help families who feared they could 
lose their home. Council bosses say there has been a ‘steady 
demand’ for the service since April 2012 as people struggle 
to make ends meet. The service provides advice and support 
to help people to stay in their own homes. 

It was set up in 2006 as a partnership between Dudley 
Council’s housing services and Dudley District Citizen’s 
Advice Bureau in response to the increase in property repos¬ 
sessions. 

Help is available for anything ranging from advice about 
money worries to what to do when someone is served an 
eviction notice. Councillor Steve Waltho, said: “This scheme 
is excellent and has made a direct impact upon the quality 
of life of so many Dudley residents.”

Buildings on old sewage 
site could be demolshed 


A DISUSED sewage works could 
be demolished pending its trans¬ 
formation into a housing estate 

Chiefs at Severn Trent Water hope to sell 
the Caledonia Sewage Works, off Thorns 
Hill, Stourbridge, for £3 million after 
winning planning permission to build more 
than 140 homes there. 

But the firm has fears about the former 
sewage works and has recently introduced 
24-hour security at the site to try to prevent 
trespassers targeting the buildings. 

Bosses have also applied for permission 
from Dudley Council to knock down the 
works. 

Severn Trent Water spokeswoman Sarah- 
Jayne O’Kane said: “Severn Trent Water 
has applied for permission to remove the 
buildings at the site of the former Caledonia 
Sewage Treatment Works. 

“At this point in time, we haven’t made a 
definite decision as to whether to go ahead 
with the removal of the buildings, but this is 
one option for making the site safer.” 

The sewage works was closed down in 
1998 following the doubling in size of the 
water company’s other plant at the Round- 
hill Treatment Works, in Kinver. 

Although the housing proposals have 
outline planning permission, any developer 
would have to get full planning permission 
from Dudley Council before starting work 
on the 23-acre site, which also has six acres 
of land which is let out for farming. 

Any buyer would have to remove the 
treatment plant and equipment.

Stomp over to concert 

A JAZZ band from the Black Country which 
split up for 20 years will hold a rare perform¬ 
ance at a revered club in Bilston this 
weekend.

Academy is downgraded in 
report by Ofsted inspectors 


A DUDLEY ACADEMY once rated as good by 
Ofsted before its school status was changed 
almost two years ago has been downgraded 
in its latest inspection report. 

Ofsted inspectors have demanded improvements at Holly 
Hall Academy, Dudley and will visit again within six months 
to discuss action to boost standards. Some teaching staff 
were criticised in the report 
by inspectors for failing to 
ensure enough pupils 
achieve top grades in maths 
and English. 

The school has been 
ranked in the ‘requires 
improvement’ category this 
time round. That leaves it in 
third position on a four- 
point scale. 

But when the academy, in 
Scotts Green Close, Holly 
Hall, was a secondary school 
Ofsted ranked it as ‘good’ 
during inspections in 2008 
and 2012. 

Last year Ofsted changed 
its inspection system to be 
more rigorous and to focus 
on raising the achievements 
of pupils. 

Holly Hall principal Gra¬ 
ham Lloyd welcomed the 
tougher regime, despite the 
academy’s lower ranking, 
saying it would help drive up 
standards. 

Ofsted lead inspector, 
Clare Saunders, in her 
report said Holly Hall 
required improvement 
because there were ‘too 
many lessons where stu¬ 
dents achievement is not 
good’. She added: “Too few 
students achieve higher 
grades in English and math¬ 
ematics.”

Mother of tragic asthma 
boy welcomes new polity 


THE mother of an eight-year-old 
boy who died after suffering an 
asthma attack has welcomed a 
new drive by health chiefs to keep 
a closer eye on youngsters with 
the condition. 

The plans, by Dudley Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), are aimed at prevent¬ 
ing tragic deaths of youngsters such as 
Owen Jeremy and Brandon Bird, both of 
Wordsley. 

Owen, of Primrose Hill, who enjoyed foot¬ 
ball and swimming, died on May 24 last year 
when he went into cardiac arrest in hospital 
after suffering an asthma attack at 
Fairhaven Primary School. His mother 
Rowena said the move was ‘fantastic’. 

While Brandon, of Rushall Close, died 
after a chronic asthma attack in April 2011, 
just five days short of his eighth birthday. 

The CCG has now drawn up new guide¬ 
lines to ensure patients are followed up for 
treatment. 

Chief quality and nursing officer at 
Dudley CCG Rebecca Bartholomew said: 
“We see this work as a top priority for us in 
Dudley to ensure we have no further tragic 
deaths of young people.” 

Children who have previously needed 
urgent attention because of their asthma 
will now be flagged up by doctors so they and 
their parents can be given more advice on 
how to control their condition. 

A system is also being put in place 
whereby doctors can ensure children with 
asthma are not missing appointments. 

The asthma in schools policy has been 
revised.

Deal may be on horizon 
for £lOm white elephant 


PROPERTY experts are in ‘active 
discussions’ with an occupier to 
take over a £10 million fire control 
headquarters in the Black 
Country that was abandoned 
before ever opening. 

Plans to open the site as a regional control 
centre for the fire service were scrapped 
before it was even finished and it has never 
had a tenant. 

Taxpayers will have to pick up its £48 
million rental bill over a 25-year lease if a 
tenant is never found while the public purse 
also continues to cover its round-the-clock 
security and electricity 

Total running costs including rent are 
around £1.8m a year but the site is now 
being offered to other businesses for just 
£450,000. The taxpayer will have to make up 
the shortfall if no new agreement can be 
reached. 

The Government’s Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Government has 
brought in property consultants GVA to 
market the building and the company says it 
has found a potential occupier and hopes it 
can release good news in the coming 
months. It comes after senior civil servant 
Sir Bob Kerslake admitted the centre ‘was 
not appropriate to the needs of the country’, 
when it was created. 

GVA used the £39,000 budget it was given 
by Whitehall to market the centre directly to 
a list of 2,500 prospective occupiers the firm 
agreed with the Government. 

The company would however not reveal 
the identity, nor the sector, of the potential 
occupier for the site.

STAFF from Tenterfields 
School, Halesowen have just 
returned from their latest visit 
alongside other schools in 
Dudley, to Gambia where they 
have link schools just outside 
the capital Banjul. 

The school has been linked with 
Gambia for about four years and several 
of the staff have been out to teach and 
work with student teachers at the 
Gambian College in Brikama. While 
there they were able to share ideas and 
viewpoints about the two diverse and 
rich cultures. 

Headteacher Keith Butler, said: 
“Experiencing Gambia is a bit like 
being consumed by a giant colourful 
wave, stand still and the wave of colours 
will knock you over but dive forwards 
and you come out the other side invigor¬ 
ated by the Gambian people who are 
survivors, wasting nothing, constantly 
recycling and having the utmost respect 
for the few resources they have. 

Cooking 

“We watched as drinks cans were 
melted down in makeshift burners to 
make cooking utensils, pots and pans. 
We learned a lot from these proud, 
happy, industrious people. Everyone we 
met greeted us with a smile and a warm 
welcome, respect and friendship appar¬ 
ent everywhere we went. 

“We are very proud to have links with 
two schools, Bijilo Nursery School, 
which caters for children aged three to 
seven and Bijilo Lower Basic School 
which has 2,000 children aged from 
seven to 14.” 

The football team at the lower basic 
school is now sporting their donated 
Villa kits and are looking forward to 
doing well in the new season. 

“Our parents, children, friends and 
governors are sponsoring some of the 
children at the Nursery school as it sur¬ 
vives on charitable donations. 


“It is not funded by the Gambian 
Government. For a mere £12.50 per 
quarter, the sponsored child is clothed, 
fed and has their school and medical 
fees paid,” said Mr Butler. 

“This isn’t a lot of money to us, but 
means the world to the families we are 
supporting, some of whom are surviving 
on a wage of only £3 per week.” 

Delicious 

Highlights of the recent trip included 
an invitation to share a meal in our 
Gambian friends’ compounds where we 
ate a delicious meal of benachin rice and 
locally caught fish including barracuda 
and the oddly toothsome butter fish. 


“We ate with our hands, balling the 
rice in our fists, joining in the meal the 
Gambian way. A sensational meal 
cooked to perfection on an open fire 
then we were off for a visit to the cul¬ 
tural forest at Makasutu and to another 
school out in the countryside which has 
been sponsored by Kitwell Primary 
School, Birmingham to enable them to 
build a library. 

“We were able to work alongside 
Gambian teachers to share ideas and 
new ways of teaching. Teaching in a 
Gambian school has to be creative as 
resources are extremely sparse. We 
can’t change the world but we can do 
our small part,” added Mr Butler.

Folk Club 

THERE is an organic and 
unadorned feel to Maggie 
Boyle’s style of singing 
and flute playing which is 
something a lot of folk 
musicians seemed to have 
left behind. 

Teamed with guitarist 
Paul Downes they opened 
their set at the Newhamp¬ 
ton Inn with a traditional- 
sounding duet Brave Boys 
with Paul using precise 
guitar picking to comple¬ 
ment her voice. 

Boyle doesn’t have the 
strongest of voices but she 
uses it to good effect and 
her honest, almost nervy 
at times, tones are very 
refreshing. 

She started Once in a 
While a Cappella, before 
moving on to her flute to 
fill out the rest of the tune. 

Memories 

Downes switched over 
to the five-string banjo for 
ballad Sweet Nancy before 
Boyle took over for a trio of 
flute solos which were a 
Lament for John Doherty, 
Betty Sue Southall and 
Paddy Boyle’s Highland. 

The first tune had a real 
sense of melancholia and 
brought memories of the 
soundtrack from the Ken 
Loach classic Kes. The 
second was more upbeat 
accompanied by Downes 
on guitar. The third even 
lighter with a definite 
Celtic sound. 

Later on in the set 
Downes was back on the 
banjo showing his impres¬ 
sive picking skills, unfor¬ 
tunately his voice is 
nowhere near as good as 
his playing.

Lamborghinis are

AN average British tourist wandering 
through Bologna last month might have 
wondered what all the fuss - and noise - was 
about. 

If they’d have timed it just right, say about 3pm, 
they’d have witnessed dozens of Lamborghinis tearing 
through the city streets under police escort, with thou¬ 
sands of Lamborghini fans standing street-side with 
flags, banners and cameras. 

This was the scene as the final leg of the Grande Giro 
Lamborghini 50th Anniversary tour got under way. 
And our average British tourist probably wouldn’t 
have been interested past the novelty of seeing so many 
loud, (occasionally) obnoxious sports cars in one place. 

And yet, as I observed from the driver’s seat of a Gal¬ 
lardo Spyder LP 570-4 Performante, the Italians were 
going crazy for the show being staged for them. 

There was a depth of passion and joy that you just- 
wouldn’t see in the UK. Frankly, it was brilliant. 

Flags 

As part of a convoy, I snaked my way out of the city 
and across an expanse of countryside, guiding the Per¬ 
formante through a few overtakes as the angry bark of 
the V10 behind me left car after car in its wake. 

One thing was constant though, and that was the 
crowd. 

Fans were everywhere, tripods at the ready, arms 
waving and grins spreading wide as the other drivers 
and I tore past. 

I don’t know of any British event quite like the 
Grande Giro. Of all the enthusiasts at a UK car show, 
how many would bother to stand out on the street 
waving flags and taking pictures if a few dozen Aston 
Martins were to go past? 

How many would even know it was an Aston Martin 
anniversary in the first place? Precious few, no doubt. 

There is, and has been for some time in Britain, an 
air of distaste around supercars and it’s totally unfair. 

I was recently driving a Ferrari 458 Spider just 
outside Bristol, minding my own business, overtaking 
an old Nissan Primera, when the bearded man inside 
made an offensive hand gesture out of his window, for 
no reason whatsoever. 

I wasn’t speeding, tailgating or anything else that 
might have provoked such a reaction. 

In Italy, drive an Italian supercar and people actively 
let you into gaps. People honk their horns in praise and 
flash the thumbs-up. 

The rumour mill says that even the police treat you 
with more restraint if you’re in something like a Lam¬ 
borghini. 

You wouldn’t play a fine piano concerto in a monkey 
enclosure at the zoo because they wouldn’t appreciate 
it. For bellowing out the Lamborghini symphony, 
there’s simply nowhere better than Italy.

Winning start for Stokes

Former amateur club-mate Des 
Bowater, a 21-year-old super feather¬ 
weight from Wolverhampton, also 
turned pro on the same bill and opened 
the show. 

And he soon doubling up his punches 
with combinations to the body, with 
Stupart firing back with uppercuts 
that rarely found the target. 

Bowater stayed behind his jab and 


regularly popped it out to fend of his 
opponent as Stupart tried to make the 
fight scrappy, taking a shut-out points 
victory by 40-36 after four rounds. 

In the main bout, Walsall’s Martin 
Gethin saw his IBF world lightweight 
title dream turn into a nightmare after 
a final eliminator stoppage defeat to 
Ammeth Diaz.
